'm looking at 110V generators that would be suitable for operating 


boatanchors and other ham equipment out in the field. Honda has some very 
good prospects. Many are very small and light for their output, are 
microprocessor controlled, providing a constant sine wave voltage and 
frequency with varying load, and are quiet. Unfortunately, they also 
generate plenty of RFI. 


I 


ran some tests using a friend's EU1000ia2, 900 watts rated, 1000 watts 


peak, with a 29 lb dry weight. Using my ICOM R71A on battery power with a 


4 ! 


wire connected to the antenna, no RFI was noticed when an extension cord 


from the generator was about 5' away. Some was heard as the cord was moved 
closer, and it was very loud when the ground lead touched the chassis. 

RFI was excessive when the receiver was powered from the generator. I tried 
using a ground isolator at the generator, used a large commercial Ray Roof 
power line noise suppressor (100dB, 14 kHz to 10 GHz), and a special Topaz 
line noise suppressor (a special isolation transformer with very low 
capacitance between the primary and secondary windings) with minimal 
improvement. 


Since disconnecting the antenna eliminated the noise, I decided the RFI 
came on the surface of the power cord, similar to antenna currents on the 
surface of a transmission line. Maybe ferrite cores or beads would help, 
but don't have any to experiment with.

The objective it to convert the *xcommonx 
mode noise coming from the generator to xdifferentialx mode so that the 


power line, acting like a balanced transmission line, does not radiate. 
Maybe baluns at both ends. You work out the details. Let us know.

I would stay away from the inverter type gensets. It seems that inverter type 
generators are getting very popular since the cost of inverters have come 
down so much. The generator itself produces DC and its output is inverted to 
AC for the user. While inverters offer very good voltage and frequency 
regulation, they also generate RFI. I would look for an alternator. A genset 
without an inverter. The only noise you have to deal with is ignition noise, 
which is easily suppressed.
